If you're going 
to Europe, you can get your 
mitts on a free European 
Health Insurance Card (EHIC), 
which will give you some 
reduced or free emergency 
care. But it's better to go for 
the full travel-insurance whack 
to ensure you're fully covered.

KEEP YOUR STUFF SAFE! 
Just like at home, there are 
folk abroad who see tourists as 
an easy touch to pick-pocket. 
Make sure all your valuables 
are on your person and out of 
sight at all times - especially 
in crime hotspots such as train 
stations. And keep an eye on 
your passport - 30,000 of them 
were lost or stolen last year! 



The last thing you want to 
bring back from a big trip is a 
disease, so find out if you need 
any shots before leaving. Pack 
condoms, too, as some places 
have higher rates of HIV/AIDS.
